With a handkerchief «saturated with 
carbolic acid lying beside him, Oscar 
Walcher, 18 years old, of 2530 North 
Market street, was found lying tncon- 
scious beside the Clayton car tracks 
near the McKnight road, at 8:25 p. m. 
Wednesday. He died in a street car 
on the way to the De Baliviere sleds. 
Investigation so far has failed to de- 
termine the cause of death or whether 
he died by -his own hand or was mur- 
dered. 

Hig moans were heard. by the crew 
of Clayton car No. 1747, which was 
bound for St: Louis. Motorman Sam- 
uel Barnett and Conductor George S. 
Casey lifted the insenible youth inte the 


car and made a record run to De Bal- 
fiviere avenue. Dr. M. L. Klinefelter, 
90% North Taylor avenue, pronounced 
him dead, and the body was taken to 
the morgue.

The youth’s father, John Walcher, 
could throw no light on the tragedy 
when seen Thursday. He said that his 
pon left home Wednesday’ morning, as 
usual, for hie work as a pattern maker 
at the American Steel Foundry, East 
St. Louis, and could give no reason for 
his being found in St. Louis County. 
He knew of no motive, he said, for 
either suicide or murder. 

In the dead man’s pockets, which 
peemed not to have been disturbed, the 
police found $3.72, a vial of rose water 
and glycerine, a pair of tan gloves and 
three linen nandicurchiete.

Mrs. Ellanora G. Weaver’s husband, 
Aaron, was so indolent and nonprogres- 
sive that she was compelled to give les- 
sons in elocution and singing to keep 
the family pot boiling, she alleges in 
her divorce petition filed Thursday. 

The trouble with Aaron, she says, is 
that, although he was a man of educa- 
tion, he seemed content with a meager 
existence.

The area of darkness extended from 
the river to Grand avenue and from 
Baden to Carondelet, along the entire 
river front. It was densest east of 
Twelfth street. At Vandeventer avenue 
the air was only slightly hazy and at 
Sarah street the sun was shining. 

The question whether it was smoke 
that caused the gloom was put to} 
Weather Forecaster Hayes. 

“Smoke? I should say it is,” he ex- 
claimed. “The air is full of it and 
there is no other cause for the dark- 
ness, There was a very light wind 
movement early this morning and the 
air was extremely damp. 

Like Rain of Soot. 

“This combination had the inevit- 
fable result. The particles of smoke 
which are always hahkging over St. 
Louis became surcharged with mois- 
ture and were transformed into min- 
ute particles of soot. When they be- 
came. water-soaked they were too 
heavy to remain up in the air. It was 
like a rain of soot.” 

When the published statement of the 
Weather Forecaster that smoke caused 
the darkness was shown to Smoke In- 
spector Parker, he refused to discuss it. 

“I don’t read those things any more,” 
he said. “‘They don’t have the slightest 
influence on me. The people are getting 
into line or getting into court. You 
can’t expect to get rid of all the smoke 
in a year. We'll have smoke in St. 
Louis 50 years from now. Some of this 
smoke comes from East St. Louis. I 
am doing my duty as I sée it.’’ 

The wind velocity increased in the 
forenoon and shortly after,.10 o’clock 
the air became comparatively clear and 
the sun peeped through the smoke and

TAUSSIG REFUSES 
EAPLANATION ON 
ADKINS VOUCHER 


Comptroller, in Deposition, Will 
Not Tell Why He Held Up 
Construction Co. Bill.

Mrs. Evans has been in a precarious 
condition for several days. At the hos- 
pital it was said Thursday that she 
had a chance to recover. 

Her husband was arrested Thuraday 
afternoon at the yard of the St. Louis 
Lumber Co., and taken to Clayton by 
Constables Schoenmein and Bode. The 
prisoner was interrogated for an hour 
by Prosecuting Attorney Nolte. It was 
stated that Evans would be held 20 
hours pending further investigation. 
‘The St. Louis County 
are working on the case. They have 
found difficulty because of the con- 
flicting stories told by Mrs. Evans and 
her husband, Louis Evans, a teamster 
for the St. Louis Lumber Co., who says 
that after he went home Friday even- 
ing ffom his work, while he and his 
wife were at the table she got up and 
went out on the back porch. She was 
gone only a minute or two, when he 
heard her call for help. He went out 
and found her on the ground uncon- 
scious and he carried her in the house. 
He says she must have fallen down 
the hack stairs. 

Mrs. A. Griffith, a neighbor of Evans, 
went to the Evans home Saturday morn- 
ing and found Mrs, Evans in bed in a 
semi-conscious condition. She told Mrs. 
Griffith that she was sitting at the table 
eating dinner with her husband opposite 
her when something struck her from be- 
hind and she became unconscious.:- 
was late in the night when she recov- 
ered consciousness and then she was in 
a bedroom of her home lying on the 
floor near a sofa and her husband was 
bending over her and saying: “Nannie, 
for Heaven's sake, don’t tell anyone 
about this.”” She said she lest con- 
sciousness again for awhile. 

Mrs. Evans has since changed her 
story to agree with that of her hus- 
band. Health Commissioner Tracewell 
of Wellston was called to the Evans 
home Friday night, two hours after Mrs. 
Evans was hurt. He said Thursday 
that a man’t fist could not have inflict- 
ed the blow that fractured the skull of 
Mrs. Evans, it was done with some 
blunt instrument. He said it could not 
have been caused fy a fall down the 
back porch. Neighbors found a hammer 
in’ the house Thursday and turned it 
over to Dr. Tracewell. 

Evans and his wife have had consid- 
erable trouble. One night last week he 
went home and found the doors locked 
and his wife away. He knocked out a 
panel of the front door and went in. 
Arthur Heck, the 10-year-old son of Mrs. 
Evans by a former marriage, who lived 
with his mother until recently, several 
times. ran to the homes of neighbors and 
asked them to go over as Evans was 
making trouble. One morning the neigh- 
bors went to the Evans home and found 
Evans with a revolver in his hand. 

Evans 1s said by his neighbors to have 
strange ‘spells of forgetfulness in which 
he acts queerly and does not speak to 
his acquaintances. Two months after 
he was married last June he came home 
one day and told his wife that he had 
sold the place, which is a one-story 
frame. He brought wagons and moved 
the furniture and disappeared Mrs. 
Evans went to live with’ Mrs. Grif- 
fith. Three months later Evans re- 
turned and he and his wife went back 
to the cottage. 

It is known that Mr. and Mrs. Evans 
quarreled recently over the sale of two

Adkins drew it, and} 
it was O K’d by President Reber of 
the Board of Public Works, and the 
City Auditor before Taussig refused to 
sign it. He was asked at the heating 
why he refused.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. — Monday, 


March 20, is the date tentatively set 
for the convening of the extra session. 
The President will return from “At- 
lanta, Sunday, March 12, 

It first was believed that the session 
would be called for March 13, but the 
indication is thut the President will 
allow another week in order that mem- 
bers may attend to personal affairs 
and incidentally afford the new Ways 
and Means Committee of the House an 
opportunity to decide upon its com- 
mittee arrangements. s 

Senator Root brought this information 
from the White House, where he went 
to report to the President that the reci- 
rocity agreement could not reach a vote 
at this session. 

Although the certainty of an extra 
session has existed for severa) days, it 
was doubled in an unexpected manner 
by a small coalition organized to bring 
on an extra session by the most polite 
and indirect filibuster through extended 
debate on the appropriation measures. 


What Leaders Plan. 


The purpese is: 

To throw the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement over to an extraordinary ses- 
sion. 

To prevent a decisive vote on the 
Lorimer case. 

To avoid a direct vote on 'the consti- 
tutional amendment relative bo the pop- 
ular election of senators. 

To eliminate the provision of the post- 
office bill which imposes a tax on the 
advertising sections of periodicals. 

Those who favor the program do so 
because they think it will be much 
easier to vacate the seat of Lorimer 
with a new Senate. 

They realize the constitutional dmend- 
ment is defeated as it stands now and 
feel sure the requisite two-thirds vote 
can be obtained in the next Senate. 

They belieye their opportunity for 
amending the reciprocity agreement will 
be much better with the changed pplit- 
ical conditions after March 4. 

Those standing .together in favor of 
this plan are Senators Cummins, Bris- 
tow, Clapp, La Follette, Borah and 
Bourne. Senator Gore, the blind orator 
from Oklahoma, a Democrat, will co- 
operate to the extent of opposing the 
second-class mail increase. He will go 
no further. 

It is not intended to defeat any of 
the. appropriation bills, but merely de- 
bate them until no time is left for the 
other measures. 

The President is satisfied of the gen- 
uineness of public sentiment back of 
him in calling an extra session, not only 
ts ratify the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement, but to carry out the idea 
of revision Cownward on the neces- 
saries of life. 

The veto power, however, will be re- 
served to protect the policy of protec- 
tion from a general onslaught by the 
Democrats’ at an extra session. If wise 
laws are passed, reducing the cost of 
living along the lines of the reciprocity 
treaty and Taft’s Springfield speech, 
the President will sign the bills, regard- 
less of the party or men who were most 
fictive in get:ing them through. 

To Reduce Cost of Living. 

The House at an extraordinary session 
will not attempt a general revision of 
the tariff, but after repassing tbe: reci- 
procity treaty the House will vi a 
bill or bills for taking the tax from the 
necessaries of life most immediately af- 
fected. 

The Democrats of the next Senate 
will vote also for these bills. The in- 
surgent Republicans, who, in conjunc- 
tion with the Democrats wil! constitute 
a majority of the next Senate, will vote 
for bills reducing the cost of living. 

This is made evident by the amend- 
ments to the reciprocity agreement al- 
ready introduced and to be introduced 
ir. the Senate. Al! that the progressive 
Republicans are trying to do—and which 

v''l result in the death of the recipro- 
city treaty at this session—is to get an 
ecual division of benefits to the Amer- 
ican farmer. .

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.—Members 
of the St. Louis Republi@fan delegation 
in the House, whose gum-shoe_tactics in 
their politica] fight on the St. Louis 
Municipal Ceurt bills were exposed by 
the Post-Dispatch, made political and 


constitutional arguments before the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House yester- 
Gay. oe | 

Hiram Licya, leader of the delegation, 
who is opposed to the bill this year, al- 
though he was one of its most. active 
supporters two years ago, did not appear 
before the committee, although others 
of the delegation said Lloyd would make 
an argument. 

Lloyd has refused several times to 
state to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent his position on the bill, but state- 
ments of other members of the delega- 
tion that the entire St. Louis representa- 
tion in the House was opposed to it have 
gone unchallenged. 

Committee Favors Bill, 6 to 3. 

After Representatives Leighton Shields, 
Grant Gillespie and Oliver T. Remmers 
had opposed the bill on political and con- 
stitutional grounds, the committee, by a 
vote of six to three, decided to report it 
favorably for passage. 

The speakers were plied with many 
questions by members of the committee, 
who took issue with them on their con- 
stitutional points, and also on the po- 
litical effect of the measure. 

In an effort to draw Democratic votes 
against the measure, Gillespie declared 
that the establishment of the Municipal 
Court would mean the building up of a 
huge political machine in St. Louis by 
the Republicans, but he admitted on 
being questioned by Representatives 
Boyd and Barbee that the bill provided 
for a civil service commission which 
would select all the employes of the 
court. 

After the St. Louis diiahhers had 
argued against the bill for more than 
an hour, the committee went into exe- 
cutive session and reported it favorably. 
Those. voting for the bill were Repre- 
sentatives Britton, Roney, Hull, Bar- 
bee, Boyd and Harris. Those against 
it -were Representatives Irwin, Vosholl 
and Hensley, all Republicans. Repre- 
sentative Gessett of Kansas City did 
not vote, and Representative Phelps, 
who assisted the opponents of the bill 
by asking them questions on points 
which were expected to strengthen the 
opposition, was absent when the vete 
was taken. 


Shields Complains of Slight. 
Representative Shields complained to 


the committee in his argument against 
the bill that the members from St. 
Louis had not been consulted about its 
introduction. When asked by Represen- 
tative Roney if his objection to the bil 
was because he had not been consulted 
about it, Shields declared that had noth- 
ing to do with his position. 

Shields told the committee it ought to 
accept the position of the St. Louis 
members as an assurance that the peo- 
Ple.of St. Louis did not want the 
Municipal Courts established, and that 
the country members ought not pass 
any bill affecting only St. Loufs un- 
less the St. Louis members favored it. 


ent members who were members two 
years ago did favor the bill then. 
Shields replied that he did not know 
how the members stood two years ago. 

Gillespie made an extended argument 
against the bill, quoting from the Con- 
stitution and citing Supreme Court 
cases to sustain his contention that the 
bill is unconstitutional. He argued that 
the court would be much moer expen- 
sive than the present system. 

Boyd Puts Questions. 

In denying that politics had any part 
in the opposition of the Republicans, 
Gillespie declared: 

“From a political standpoint, the Re- 
publicans could want nothing better 
than to have this bill passed. It would 
mean that in a very short time the 
worst possible political machine would 
be built up. It would not mean that 
competent men would be selected. On 
the other hand, it would mean that 
the fellows who could go out and pull 
a crowd would be the judges.”’ 

Representative Boyd interrupted, 
with the question: 

"Is that the way your circuit courts 
now are constituted?” ; 

“It is an entirely different proposi- 
tion,”” Gillespie replied. 

The bill provides the same qualifica- 
tions for members of the Municipal 
Court as are required ‘for circuit. judges, 
and makes the manner of their election 
the same.

Flowers are the most persuasive in- 
fluence in preventing suicide, in the 


-opinion of Mrs. BE. M. Whittemore of 
- New York, founder of \ the 


Door of 
Hope, through which more than 5000 
women and girls have passed, and man- 
ager of the women’s department of the 
anti-suicide department of the Salva- 
tion Army in New York. 

She accompanied her husband, who is 
a delegate, to the Presbyterian Broth- 
erhood convention. | 

Suicide is not an evidence of insanity, 
but the result of a detailed plan 
formed when the victim’s condition in 
life becomes unbearable, according to 
Mrs. Whittemore. 

'“Pink roses and white carnations are 
the most effective flowers in shattering 
that plan by reaching the remaining 
spark of love in the heart of the‘down- 
cast person,’ she said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday. ‘These blos- 
sums bring back memories of childhood 
and rekindle love of :ife. They silently 


‘perform a mission the human voice 


cannot accomplish. More than 500 wom- 
en have been saved from suicide by the 
Door of Hope in New York.”’ 

Influence of a Pink Rose. 

The pathetic story of how ¢the gift 
of a pink rose to . woman of the slums 
awakened her interest in a better life 
and brought about her reform, making 
her a useful woman, was told to the 
audience at the Union Avenue Christian 
Chireh._ Wednesday night by Mrs. 
Whittemore. Her lecture was on “Wom- 
en's Rescue Work,” and was under the 
auspices of the Salvation Army Res-

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OURIOSITIES OF INJUSTICE. 

Col. William H. Phelps, former railroad lobby- 
ist, but now member of thé State Legislature, 
confirms a theory long held and advocated by 
the Post-Dispatch, when he asserts that the peo- 
ple of Missouri are being flim-flammed in the 
assessment of railroad property in the State. 
Col. Phelps points out by way of illustration 
the difference between the assessment of roads 
in this State and in Kansas and the difference 


between the dividend-paying value of the Chi-: 


cago & Alton and its assessed value in Missouri. 
The C. & A. pays dividends on $122,000 a mile and 
5 per cent on all its bonds, bu. its assessed valua- 
tion for taxing purposes in Missouri is only 
_ $19,000 .a mile. The Frisco, which is assessed 

on from $4000 to $13,000 a mile in Missouri, pays: 
taxes in Kansas on $27,000 a mile. The Missouri 

Pacific, which is taxed in Missouri on $15,000 a 
mile, is taxed in Kansas on $33,000 a mile. 

There may be a country joker in the Colonel’s 
bill to ascertain the mileage assessment of rail- 
roads in the State by dividing the total assess- 
ment of the roads by the number of miles oper- 
ated in the State, but there is no joke in his 
statement that the people are flim-flammed. The 
inequalities in Missouri assessments of the same 
kind of property in different parts of the State 
and of different kinds of property all over the 
State are amazing. They. make our present tax 
system and its operation curiosities of injustice.

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HAS JOHN MARSHALL BEEN REVERSED? 

For many years lawyers of ability have inti- 
mated that the Dartmouth College decision might 
be reversed. In that case the United States Su- 
preme Court held that a charter is a contract 
and that a contract is inviolable. Under this 
ruling, which gave great fame to Chief Justice 
Marshall, public rights have suffered in many in- 
Btlances and great care has been exercised by 
legislators, state and national, to escape the con- 
sequences of the judgment. 

At first the criticism of the Dartmouth decis- 
ion was intemperate and partisan. Of late it has 
been academic and philosophical. Instead of at- 
tacking the principle established by the court, 
most writers now content themselves, as did the 
late Judge Cootéy, in pointing out that contracts 
“affected by a public interest” may not always be 
judicially sustained. 

On Monday of this week the Supreme Court 
held that a contract made in 1871 between a rail- 
road company and two persons injured in an acci- 
dent, by the terms\of which the claimants were 
to have free transportation for life in full settle- 
ment, could not be enforced as against the rail- 
road after the passage of the Hepburn law in 
1906, which prohibited all passes.- In thus re- 
fusing to recognize the sanctity of a contract per- 
fectly lawful at the time it was made the court 
said: ‘No contract can defeat the proper gov- 
ernmental regulation of interstate commerce, and 
contracts must be considered as made with that 
principle in mind.” : 

If this is not a recognition of the idea that 
contracts affected by a public interest may be 
changed or terminated by governrental action, 
what is it?

While the smoke nuisance is under considera- 
tion the attention of the public and of the city 
government might well be called to the spot 
where the nuisance is most intolerable. and where 
is inflicted the greatest damage to the health of 
persons. I refer to the Union Station. The smoke 
and sulphur fumes from the coal burned in the 
locomotives of the Terminal company in the sheds 
last night was almost suffocating. Persons early

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nuisance for hours, ahd travelers cannot under- 





stand why a city of nearly a million people will 





continue to endure it. 

The use of oil engines, compressed air en- 
gines, or electrical engines for switching pur- 
poses is common elsewhere. Considered on the 
economic side alone and from the _ railroad’s 
standpoint, the injury to the furnishings of cars 
is greater than the saving by the use of coal. 
It is about time that, irrespective of the question 
of economy to the Terminal company, the people 
of this city should insist upon the immediate sup 
pression of the smoke nuisance at this point at 
least, for the reason that so long as it continues 
strangers will continue to regard us as an ag- 
gregation of villagers. If electric power were 
adopted the use of the tunnel. would be possible 
without discomfort to passengers, 

Now that Rockefeller has purchased a large 
part of the Gould interest and as he already owns 
a large interest in the Terminal by reason of his 
other investments, might he not be induced to 
remedy this? It would cost him less than his 
benevolence for the prevention of disease, and it is 
a bit incongruous for Rockefeller, the philan- 
thropist, to give millions to prevent disease while 
Rockefeller, the investor, creates disease by the 
false economy of a few thousands in the use of 
soft coal in the sheds at Union Station.

: An Anti-Lobbyist Wanted. 
To the Edytor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is to be hoped that the new interests in con- 
trol of the Missouri Pacific system will avoid the 
use of legislative attorneys or lobbyists, a prac- 
tice which so distinguished the Gould regime.
